“paper wheat” had .too much’ influ- 
ence, on the Price of real wheat. 

Dealing with the money side - of 
the question, Mr. Priestly quoted the 
results of his survey which showed 
the losses in-.excess of one hundred 
million. dollars, Individual losses, he 
declared, were all. the way from a few 
hundred dollars ‘to $168,000. 

“In some- instances it was shown 
that farmers. had lost everything -— 
land, crop and equipment,’ sail Mr. 
Priestly.. «Local bankers have stated 
‘that ‘in many. “instances “losses”: in 
their communities have ranged above 
$100,000... An estimate of the losses 
in the district tributary to one of 
our best southern. Alberta towns ex- 
ceeds @ million and-a quarter. dollars.

“occupant” or :“resident ratepayer,” 
differences in voting procedure that 
have heretofore existed as between 
municipalities and .improvement - dis- 
tricts' will be removed. The definition 
of-an elector will be an adult who 
has resided in the district one. year. 

Only proprietary electors, the 
owners of assessable property, may 
vote on money bylaws, however. In 
all school elections the voting is to 
be done with the figures instead of 
“xX.” The chairman of an annual 
meeting will be elected by the meet- 
ing. . 

Easter week will, in future, be-a 
holiday time for all school districts, 
but ‘in cases where the board and 
teacher mutually agree to teach on 
auch days, they shall be recognized 
as legal teaching days.
